varies girally fiom season to sea- 
son. For this reason, tho derision 
to us* them should bo made altor 
considering the results over a por- 
iod of years.

Judging by the number of in 


quirie.s received by this column 
women seem to worry nearly as 
much about excessive hairiness as 
they do about more serious things. 


The first thing to point out is 


that excessive hairiness is hardly 
ever the result of disease, and why 
some of the ladies have more trou- 
ble in this direction than others is 
hard to say. though it often seems 
to be partly inheritor], or at least 
a family trait. 


What arc- the alternatives for a 


woman who has so much hair that 
it interferes with her peace 
mind? She can. of course, make 
the best of it. do nothing and try 
to forget it. This may be best if 
the hairiness is not too conspicu- 
ous. 


Then there are the temporary 


things such as shaving—but this 
fmls to thicken the hair in time- 
bleaching or dyeing the hair to 
make it less conspicuous, remov- 
ing it with a wax or some other 
substance which pulls it out by 
the roots, or rubbing the hairs off. 


One manufacturer of a well- 


known device for rubbing the hairs 
off wrote me in distress when I 
did not indicate approval of this 
method on a previous occasion. It 
is not permanent, but I understand 
many women have found it heln- 
ful. 
* 


Then there are permanent meth- 


ods of hair removal. Skin special- 
ists and official medical organiza- 
tions have issued warnings against 
the use of X-ray because of the 
dangers involved. A few skin spe- 


cialists say it can be used success- 
fully if properly employed. But 
electrolysis, when properly per- 
formed, is a safe and permanent 
method 
of 
removing 
excessive 
hair. 


Mrs. B. asks several questions: 


"What title does one have who re- 
moves .superfluous hair? Is it a 
painful operation, and are they re- 
moved hair by hair? What would 
the approximate cost be to remove 
hair from the upper lip?" 


PRACTICALLY I'AINLKSS 


In reply to the first of these 


questions, the person who uses an 
electric needle to remove superflu- 
ous hair is called an electrologist. 
I-have been told, though I have not 
tried it. that while this procedure 
used to be rather painful, the new 
methods now employed for de- 
stroying the bed of the hair maka 
the process much faster than in 
the past and also practically pain: 
less. 


As far as cost is concerned, I 


cannot give the answer, but this 
should be obtained from a compe- 
tent electrologist and will probably 
vary, depending on how much hail- 
here 'is to be removed. 
In all probability excessive hairi- 


ness is more of a cosmetic prob- 
'em than a medical one. However, 
t often seems to affect seriously 
he mental attitude.of those women 
vho have too much hair in con- 
spicuous places, and therefore the 
emedy verges on medical treat- 
ment.

Downhill lies are a little tougher, 


but you can adjust the 
as easily as the uphill. 


The ball will have a tendency to 


slice. 


The weight shifts more to the 


left foot. 


You have trouble getting 
the 


ball in the air because the natural 
roll of the turf offsets some of the 
loft of the club. 


Open the stance. 
Play the ball a little back of 


center. 


Flex the right knee to maintain 


balance. 


The swing will require a sharp- 


er, more upright arc in order to 
get more help from the loft of the 
club. Use a more lofted club than 
you normally would for the same" 
distance. 


Hit down into the shot. 
Stay with it. 
If you yield to the natural ten- 


dency to pull up on a shot from a 
downhill lie, you will only top the 
ball and gain little or no alti'tude. 


I would never recommend 
a 


shorter swing. We have already 
mentioned an upright swing. Make 
it a full swing, normally executed, 
with ease and proper timing. 


The ball will come up.
